Road Through Wenksville 


To Be Surfaced By State, 


Leighton Taylor Announces 


Work To Be Started Withiri Week Or Ten Days; Other Roads 


In County To Be Hard Surface* This Fall Specified 


After Conference Here With Samuel S. Lewis. 


Following a conference at Hotel Gettysburg Saturday evening be- 


tween Samuel S. Lewis, state commissioner of highways, James Mc- 
Carroll, district engineer, highway department, and Leighton C. 
Taylor, of Bendersville, republican nominee for congress from the 
Adams-York-Franklin district, it was announced by Mr. Taylor that 
work would begin within the next week or 10 days on improvement 
by the state of traffic route No. 261 ,through Wenksville to the road 
beyond, already improved. 


Committee Gets Favorable Action 


Mr. Taylor obtained the favorable action of the highway depart- 


ment, through Mr. Lewis, after a committee of upper end citizens 
interested in the improvement of this route had called upon him and 
urged him to use his influence with the highway department. This 
committee comprised Wilfred P. Peters, Clayton Starner, Russell 
Weaner, John Taylor and Guy Wenk. 


This is part of the program'to get fanners in the upper end sec- 


tion "out of the mud," Mr. Taylor told a Times reporter today. 


The highway to be hardsurfaced is from West Point school house 


through Wenksville to Boyd's school house, and is known as legislature 
route 01010 It is 3.78 miles in length. 


At the same time, Mr Taylor announced that in September an- 


other road in the same vicinity, from Tyson's corner to Bendersville, 
will be surface treated. Improvement of this road has long been 
sought by Bendersville folk and others in that section. 


Other Roads On Improvement Program 


Other Adams county roads on the fall surface treatment program, 


as announced by Mr. Taylor after confirmation had been obtained here 
Saturday evening from Mr. Lewis, are the following, the mileage being 
given after each operation:

toward Mt. Tabor, 1.66; midway, Cashtown to Arendtsville, Hilltown 
to Bridgeport, 4.61; from route 342, one mile east, 1; from Fairfield 
southeast, 2.89. Total, 29.38.

Enroute To Lancaster 


One hundred and fifteen members of the defeated bonus army, 


evicted from Washington, D- C., last week, marched into Gettysburg 
shortly after noon today and set up a make-smlt camp in the Na- 
tional Park camp grounds on the Taneytown road, at the National 
cemetery. 


The group hiked here from the Mason and Dixon line, and lead- 


ers told local members of the state police that they might camp here 
over night before proceeding to Lancaster where, they said, a farm 
had been offered as a camp site. 


State Police Force Here Augmented 


While the group remains here, Sergeant Russell W. Frutchey, of 


the Stat6 police sub-station here, saM-the local force of state police 
would be augmented to prevent possible disturbances. 


The group encamped here is said by state police to be the last of 


the evicted bonus army coming through here from Washington. 


Last Friday night, 2,237 men, women and children were trans- 


ferred from Maryland to Pennsylvania state highway department 
trucks at the Maryland -line, south of here, and started westward. 
Over the week-end, state police estimated that an additional 1,300 
persons, remnants of the unsuccessful bonus seekers, had been fur- 
nished transportation and escorts from the Maryland line. 


Some Transported Northward 


Some of this morning's contingent of the bonus army were taken 


toward Harrisburg and Williamsport by local state highway motor 
patrolmen. 
Motor patrolmen said there was only one truck load of 


men who were taken north from here. 


Local officials expect some of the group now in Johnstown to re- 


turn through Gettysburg on their way to the farm, 11 miles from 
Annapolis, Maryland, leased to W. W. Waters, former leader of the 
group in Washington.

stimulant and advised that he be 
kept quiet. About 11:30 o'clock, Mrs. 
Rosenstengel went into her hos- 
band's room, and found him dead. 


Doctor Rosenstengel was born in 


St. Louis, Missouri, a son of the 
late Dr. and Mrs. William Rosen- 
stengel. His father was professor 
of German at the University of 
Wisconsin for many years. 


Doctor Rosenstengel was gradu- 


ated from the University of Wis- 
consin when he was 21, and was 
given his master's degree at Cornell. 


Had Taught 28 Years 
BAfter receiving his master's de- 
gree, Doctor Rosenstengel worked 
as an electrical engineer for a num- 
ber of years for large engineering 
concerns, including the Westing- 
honse company and the Brodesser 
Elevator company, of Milwaukee. 


For the past 28 years, he taught. 


He began his teaching career at the 
Michigan state school of agricul- 
ture, and then went to the Okala- 
homa school of agriculture and 
mines. He was head of the elec- 
trical engineering department of a 
large business school at Buffalo. 
New York, for six years, before 
coming to Gettysburg college as 
head of the electrical and mechani- 
cal engineering department. 


Doctor Rosenstengel was popular 


not only among his colleagues on- 
the faculty, but among all students 
at Gettysburg college. ' and his 
death was a distinct shock to the 
college community and the town as 
well.

BOOM DAVIS 


FOR GOVERNOR 


Leaders Consider Senator At 


Parley; Vote-getting ' 


Ability Stressed. 


A tentative proposal that United 


States Senator James J. Davis be 
nominated as the republican can- 
didate for governor of Pennsylvania 
in 1934 was broached to some of the 
party leaders in Harrisburg last 
week, writes Bernard Haggarfcy .in 
the Public ledger. 


At the primary in last April Sen- 


ator Davis, running on a wet plat- 
form, was renominated for his pres- 
ent office by a majority of more 
than 400,000 over Major General 
Smedley D. Butfer, who was the dry 
senatorial candidate backed by 
Governor Pinchot. 


Any movement to make Senator 


Davis the gubernatorial nominee 
will, of course, be subject to the 
outcome of the'November ^election. 
If Senator Davis is re-elected, which 
is more than likely, he would be 
available for the governorship, but 
If he were defeated, his desirability 
as a candidate would be reduced to

Withdrew In 1930 


Entering the state campaign in 


1930, 
Senator Davis, then secretary 


of labor in the cabinet of President 
Hoover, was a candidate for the 
nomination of governor. The de- 
cision of the leaders of the Phila- 
delphia organization-to support for- 
mer 
Attorney 
General Francis 


Shunk Brown and the withdrawal, 
from the senatorial race of William 
S. Vare, made a niche into which 
Senator Davis fitted _ perfectly, so 
he quit the contest for the guber- 
natorial nomination and became a 
candidate for the senate. 


In that historic race Senator 


Davis defeated Joseph R. Grundy. 
who was then in the senate under 
appointment by Governor John S. 
Fisher, and Francis H. Bohlen, who 
was on the Phillips-Bdhlen-Dor- 
rance liberal ticket. In the election 
which followed the primary he was 
chosen senator by* plurality of al- 
most 1,000.000. 


So that's why many of the sena- 


tor's friends are'now booming him 
for governor. They believe be is 
the best vote-getter in the republi- 
can party in the commonwealth. 
Also they reliaze that two United 
States senators from Pennsylvania 
cannot indefinitely be chosen from 
the western section of the state. 
The east or the central district 
must soon be given consideration in 
the selection of a candidate for 
senator. 


Those back of the Davis-for-gov- 


ernor boom concede the great value 
to the state of the services of Sena- 
tor David A. Reed and believe the 
nomination of the junior senator 
for the governorship would elimi- 
nate a menace to' the political fu- 
ture of the senior senator.

Help Plant Trees 


State College, Pa., Aug. 1.—T. S. 


Davis, superintendent of schools in 
Blair county, is an ardent supporter 
of reforestation, W. I Bull, exten- 
sion forester of the Pennsylvania 
state college, said today. 


Superintendent Davis believes that 


if the older school children plant 
forest trees they will learn the bene- 
fits of reforestation and appreciate 
the value of timber conservation. 
For the past two years he h?-3 c"- 
operated with extension workers by, 
having several high school boys at 
each demonstration to plant the 
trees. 


This year demonstrations were 


conducted on farms near Wilhams- 
burg, Tyrone, and Hollidaysburg. 
Fifty school children also helped to 
plant trees on the Davis farm near 
Altoona. 


Besides encouraging others to re- 


forest their idle land, Mr. Davis Is 
an enthusiastic tree planter himself. 
Last year he set out 14,000 forest 
tiees, and this year 10.000 seedlings 
were set on part of his 100-acre 
farm. He plans to continue plant- 
ing until his whole farm is fully 
stocked with fine trees.
